EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: Claims 1-31 
remain allowable for the reasons set forth in the previous Office action (paper number 0804, 
mailed August 9, 2004). Regarding previously rejected claim 32, after careful scrutiny of U.S. 
Patent 6,744,508 (Jungerman et al) and claim 32 herein, the Examiner agrees that the Patent does 
not teach or suggest the use of sum frequency generation for combining each of the two 
polarized input signal components separately in first and second stages with the frequency 
doubled unsplit second harmonic probe pulse signal. There is no suggestion anywhere in the 
prior art that would have made this feature obvious in the device of the Patent. The assertion that 
there is no patentable distinction between claim 32 of the instant application and claims 1 and 4 
of the Patent is thus incorrect, and the previously applied double patenting rejection is 
withdrawn. After an updated search of the prior art, no additional relevant prior art documents 
have been found. Claims 1-32 herein are therefore allowed.
